Editor’s note—As the home of the famous Glista family, the 
herd at Cornell University has made for itself a national repu- 
tation in Holstein circles. The most famous member of the herd 
is Glista Ernestine, the only cow of the breed to cross the 30-Ib. 
mark seven different years. In fact no other cow has gone 
above that mark more than five different times. The feeding 
system that has made such work possible is described in con- 
siderable detail in this article by Prof. E. S. Savage who is 
in charge of the course in feetiing at Cornell University. This 
article represents only a part of the new material which Prof.

May 1, 1920. Mr. G. W. Tailby, Jr., Mr. C. L. Allen and 
Mr. James Beiermeister have been the young men who 
have carried out Professor Wing’s directions for longer 
periods of time than any others and in his article, Mr. 
Allen has given us a very careful statement of good prac- 
tices. Mr. Allen’s article follows. 

“The making of large records of production is looked 
upon by many persons as an art of manipulating the ani- 
mal which can be attained only by a very few men. This 
is true just in so far as it is true that it is an art for a 
mechanic to turn out a maximum amount of work by skill- 
ful manipulation of a delicate machine. On the other hand 
a man who is a careful observer, a good caretaker, and 
who has had sufficient practice, should be able to obtain 
good results. In order to make high records the most 
skillful feeder must have good cows with which to work 
and a good selection of superior feed for their consumption. 

Fitting Cows For Test 

The universal practice in preparation for short-time 
records and a quite general practice in preparation for 
long-time records is to fit the cows for the test. By 
fitting is meant the conditioning of the animal by rest and

amount. The beet pulp helps to keep the cow in a laxative 


and generally good condition. Beets are just as valuable 
for this purpose but they are rarely fed because few men 
have a very large quantity of beets and they would rather 
feed them when the cows are on test. 

The amount of grain mixture fed will vary with the size 
and condition of the animal. At this time, cows will eat 
from ten to twenty-four pounds each day. The grain mix- 
ture is usually light, palatable, and not very high in pro- 
tein. Such a grain mixture which has been widely used 
with good results follows: 

Fitting ration: 

100 pounds wheat bran. 

100 pounds ground oats. 

100 pounds hominy. 

100 pounds linseed oilmeal (old process). 

Many feeders have used cornmeal instead of the hominy 
in the ration with good results. The cornmeal, if used, 
should be fed with care or discarded entirely just before 
calving time. 

One very important factor which is often overlooked 
not only in fitting but in the general care of animals, is 
the water supply. The cow should have free access at all 
times to all the good, clean water she will drink. If this 
is impossible she should be watered at least three or four 
times daily and should at no time be compelled to drink 
very cold water. 

The question arises as to the danger of udder troubles, 
difficult parturition and milk fever due to the animal’s be- 
ing fat. If the cow is kept laxative but little fear need be 
entertained from the first two causes and rarely from the 
third. Cows can usually be kept in a laxative condition 
by the use of linseed oilmeal and succulent foods. It may 
be necessary in rare cases to use a purgative, especially if 
succulent focds are not available. 


Care at Calving Time 


A week or ten days before the cow is due to freshen, 
the grain ration should be reduced and she should be 
placed in dry, well ventilated quarters. If she is to occupy 
a box stall during the test she should be placed there at 
this time. Cows are usually kept in box stalls while mak- 
jng short-time records but this is not so commonly done 
for long-time records. 

As the cow approaches calving time she should be care- 
fully watched. It is particularly me¢essary at this-time that 
she have plenty of water and be kept laxative. No fear 
need be entertained for swollen and caked udders so long 
as these conditions prevail and so long as the udder does 
not contain hard feverish spots. : 

If such hard feverish spots do occur they should be 
reduced by rubbing with warm water. Grease may be 
applied to keep the udder from irritation while it is being 
massaged. Patent preparations may be obtained for this 
purpose and many of them are good but it should be re- 
membered that the massage is the valuable part of the 
treatment and not the grease. Caked and swollen udders 
are not usually dangerous so long as all the quarters milk 
freely. 

Milk fever is a disease which often affects the best 
cows after calving. Formerly there were many fatalities 
due to milk fever but the modern method of treatment, by 
distending the udder with air, has practically eliminated 
loss from this cause. It is commonly thought that milk 
fever may be avoided by leaving the udder distended with 
milk for two or three days after calving, when the danger 
from milk fever is usually over. It is best, however, to 
milk the cow a little at frequent intervals, two or three 
times daily, during this time in order to be sure that all 
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the quarters are 
milking freely.

In making short-time records it is customary to star 
the cow on test just as soon as possible after calving. Cows 
form habits very readily and so it is best to start them a 
the beginning just as they are to be handled during the

Most 
feeders give as much grain as possible without making the 


animal sick. 


It is quite common to feed as much 


twenty-five to thirty pounds of grain daily and much gre 


er amounts are often fed. 


It is best, 


however, to proceei 


very carefully with all amounts in excess of twenty pounés 


each day. 


Cows that are fat from fitting will usually not 


eat so much grain as a cow that is thin in flesh. It is best 
to raise the grain ratiion not more than from one to t¥o 
pounds daily and then wait a day or so to observe the re 


sults. 


It is useless to increase the amount of grain if the

NE of the quality Holstein shows of the East, 
O though behind some of the others in point of 

numbers, was the exhibition at the Brockton Dairy 

Show, Brockton, Mass., on Tuesday, October 4th. 
Over one hundred head were entered in the various 
classes of eleven exhibitors, most of whom were Massa- 
chusetts breeders, with one herd shown by C.H. Thomas, 
coming from New Hampshire. Some very outstanding 
individuals were brought out in the championship classes, 
with the Knowles herd from Auburn, Massachusetts and the 
Pequitside Stock Farm herd of Canton, Massachusetts, 
dividing the high honors fairly even. Knowles captured 
five blues in the open classes and both junior champion- 
ships. They also took first on young herd, get of sire, and 
produce of dam. Pequitside took two blues in the open 
classes, and captured both senior and grand championships 
with these two entries. They also took the blue on ex- 
hibitors herd and dairy herd of four cows in milk. These 
two herds were given a real run for their money in every 
class’ shown, for some very excellent individuals were 
brought out by the other breeders. 

There was a large attendance of Holstein enthusiasts at 
the ringside and everyone was well pleased with the work 
of Judge J. C. McNutt of Durham, New Hampshire. Mc- 
Nutt certainly has an eye for good animals, and the 
systematic way in which he went about the judging of the 
classes, was a real treat to the ringside. 

The aged bull class brought out four good individuals, 
the Pequitside entry, Pequitside Korndyke Sadie Vale, be- 
ing outstanding for first place. He is a wonderfully well 
built animal of “Sadie Vale” breeding, having a great deal 
of size and stretch, with a perfect top line, and all kinds of 
quality, as evidenced by a very elastic hide and smooth- 
ness of conformation. McNutt later gave him senior and 
grand championship and he deserved everything that was 
given him. Maplemont King Colantha, shown by W. P. 
Turner of No. Reading, Mass., and a very good individual, 
took second place. He did not carry quite the size of the 
Pepuitside entry, lacked in depth, and was not nearly as 
well fitted. The two-year-old class brought out only one 
individual, shown by Ernest Leach of Bridgewater, Mass.

sales are scheduled, covering in the two months a total 

of about forty-five selling days. 
cated in fifteen states, New York leading with seven; Cali- 
fornia and Wisconsin close behind with six each; Ohio 
with four; Michigan and Pennsylvania with three each. 
in these sales over 3000 head of Holsteins will be offered 
to the highest bidder. It promises well for the condition 
of the industry that the breeders have enough confidence 
in the present market to offer animals in this number at 
auction. In the operation of any market so much depends 
upon the mental attitude of the buying public that it is 
almost literally true that the demand will actually be 
stronger if enough people think it is going to be. The 
prices in the sales we have attended thus far this fall in- 
dicate that we are by the turn in the road. There seems 
to be a feeling on the part of breeders generally that we 
are again on the up-grade, so far as the Holstein demand 
is concerned and also the prices that can be expected. It 
appears evident that buyers are exercising more discrimi- 
nation in their selection and it certainly is no time to try 
to inflict culls on the market through the ageney of the 
public gale. Breeders everywhere are now watching for 
public sale prices carefully and attempting to analyze them 
as the basis for establishing prices on the stuff they may 
have to sell. When prices are low in a sale. it does not 
appear in the records usually that the animals that went 
- begging for bids were ill-formed, undersized, poorly con- 
ditioned animals that nobody in their right mind would 
want to buy or breed from. But the depressing effect of 
the prices that are paid for this kind of animals is felt none 
the less certainly, even though they might actually be 
higher than the animals themselves were worth. The bad 
effect on the industry, however, does not end there. The 
type and class of animals referred to, if it goes into the 
hands of some struggling young breeder, may give him a 
set-back that will take him years to recover from if it does 
not disgust him with the business to the extent that he goes 
out of it entirely. If some dealer or speculator gets hold 
of them because of their cheapness, they are merely ped- 
died along to some one else, thus multiplying the evil effect 
of their presence on the Holstein market. Now, of all 
times, then, we urge breeders to keep their culls out of the 
public auetion ring -and-to: consider as an alternative send- 
ing to the butcher animals that come into this class. 

We do not mean to imply from the foregoing that a 
large proportion of the animals going through the sales 
this fall are to be classed as culls. We do believe, how- 
ever, that there is a somewhat larger proportion than 
usual of the animals going through the sales we have seen 
that should never have been offered to the public through 
that medium. It is perhaps natural that this should be so 
in view of the uncertainty that has been felt by breeders 
concerning the prices to be expected from the sales, so

Purebred Livestock in the United States 


F SPECIAL interest is the report just issued by the 
O Bureau of the Census at Washington.on the number 

of purebred livestock on farms in the United States, 
On another page of this issue we present a summary of 
this census report. There are certain features of it, hov- 
ever, that we believe merit special emphasis. The report 
shows that out of a total of 66,800,000 head of cattle on the 
farms of the country, 1,981,000 are reported as purebred, 
which is almost exactly three percent of the total. These 
figures, of course, include both the dairy and beef breeds 
and are not separated into those two divisions. The figure 
are not given for the previous census but an estimate has 
been generally made that about two percent of the cattle 
of the country were purebred, so that these figures of the 
1920 census show a substantial gain. In regard to numbers 
of purebred cattle, Iowa leads with 171,000, New York 
coming next with 155,000, Wisconsin third with 137%, 
while Texas, Illinois and Nevada are the other states & 
ceeding the 100,000 mark. From the standpoint of per 
centages, New Englanders may feel proud, as this ge 
graphic division leads all others, the average for the Nev 
England States being 7.1%, the middle Atlantic States 
coming next with 6.4%, while third position is held by the 
East North Central States comprising Ohio, Indiana, [lt 
nois, Michigan and Wisconsin with an average of 42% 
The lowest percentage of 1.6% are shown by the Southern 
Atlantic and the East South Central States. Massacht 
setts has the highest percentage of any state with 93%, 
New Hampshire coming second with 7.7% and New York 
third with 7.2%. Louisana and Florida are both less thai 
one percent. We are presenting the table on another 
page in detail and we offer it as evidence of the practical 
unlimited field for the expansion of the purebred livestock 
industry right here within our own borders. It is simply 
up to the breeders of purebred animals to demonstrate t0 
the livestock owners of the country the advantages ot 
keeping purebred animals and the greater. financial returns 
that they may expect from animals of pure br 
Education is what is needed and we as breeders must 
no stone unturned to provide it.

The individual 
pictures showing about fifty representative animals of the 
breed furnish a splendid study in Holstein type. The 
photographs were taken by Sipple and are in every way a 
credit to his skill as a live stock photographer. The photo- 
graphs, of course, are absolutely untouched and show the 
anima!s actually as they are. Among the number are Segis 
Pietertje Prospect, Tilly Alcartra and many other notables. 
Space is also devoted to a picture portrayal of the famous 
lowa experiment in upgrading, which will drive home the 
importance of purebred sires in a most forceful manner. 
The idea was worked out by Prof. J. A. McLean, who is in 
charge of the livestock educational work of the Quaker 
Oats Company and much credit is due him for his con- 
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ception and execution of the idea. An advance showing 
was made recently at a dinner to Extension workers and 
the representatives of the livestock press and much en- 
thusiasm was expressed at that time for this splendid 
work. Four separate films have been prepared which are 
the same in their general features as outlined for the Hol- 
stein breed, and with about the same kind of treatment for 
each of the four-leading dairy breeds in a special section. 
Distribution will be secured through the various agricul- 
tural schools and colleges, the County Agents and the 
Breed Associations.

UNLIMITED OPPORTUNITIES IN PUREBRED DAIRY 
CATTLE 


Of the 555,979 dairy cattle in South Dakota, only 5,248, 
or less than one in a hundred, are purebred, according to 
the 1920 census. Of the beef cattle on farms in the state 
nearly 3144 percent are purebreds. Of all the cattle in the 
United States, exactly 3 percent are purebreds. This 
gives some idea of the situation as regards the number of 
purebred dairy cattle in the state. 


“Purebreds represent a higher producing and more pro- 
fitable class of cattle than do grades or scrubs,” says 
Horace M. Jones, extension dairy specialist at State Col- 
lege, in commenting on these figures. “When South Da- 
kota reports from 5 to 10 percent of her dairy cattle as 
purebreds, her dairy industry will be on a higher plane. 
The man who starts now to acquire a herd of purebred 
dairy cattle is the man who will be independent 20 years 
from now. 


“It does not pay to attempt to buy one’s way into the 
purebred business. Let a farmer secure one or two good 
foundation cows and build a herd from their progeny. 
This is a slower but a safer way in which to get.a start in 
purebreds. In view of the comparatively: few purebred 
dairy cattle already in South Dakota, this, phase of farming 
offers unlimited opportunity to those who will undertake 
it in a progressive way.”

To the Members of The Holstein-Friesian Association ot 
America 
INCE the close of the fiscal year April 30 last, we 
have recorded 36,454 cattle and 34,874 transfers up to 
October 1, 1921, and have received 502 applications 
for membership. This covers a period of five months, 
and compared with the same period of the previous year 
shows a decrease in registration of 29%. 

If the average annual gain in registtation were main 
tained for the current year, we would record 148,306 head. 
If we maintain the present rate of decrease in registration 
during the year, we shall record 90,773 head. Transfers 
usually exceed registrations, but this year they are about 
4% less than the registrations. 

Membership applications have fallen off during the past 
five months of the current year 629 or about 56%. The 
same methods of canvassing for new members are ip use 
as during the previous years, and additional effort is being 
made with each new name. 

In this connection it should be remembered that the 
peak of membership, registration and transfer, stimulated 
by the Census requirements and by war conditions reached 
the highest point in our history, and the usual percentage 
of increase in registration was very largely increased, 
1920 showing 25%, or over 23,000 head.

The increase in membership has been a large factor in 
our total income for past ten years. The peak was reached 
in 1920 when 3,941 were received, yielding fees to amount 
of $98,525.' The year 1921 fell off 1,580 and the fees 
diminished $39,500,, yielding but $59,025 as against $98,525 
of the year before. 

Our expenditures for Extension Service, prizes at Fairs 
and National Dairy Council have been increasing as our 
income increased, and particularly beginning with the 
increased transfer fees in 1919. In the year 1918, we so 
expended $43,603.02. In 1919 we increased to $56,737.28. 
In 1920 the amount spent was $89,623.62 and the last fiscal 
year we expended $122,976.83 exclusive of $17,309.00 for 
prizes for butterfat and milk records. 

The funds for these later increases were by resolution 
derived from the increased transfer fees. Previous to the 
increase, transfers yielded $34,156.50 in 1918-1919. In 1919- 
1920 they amounted to $144,291.50 and in 1921 reached 
$180,010.25. 

It should be noted, however, that registrations for 1921 
exceeded 1920 by 13,347 head. 

In order to meet the situation and the evident decrease 
in total income for the present year, and particularly that 
resulting from the lowering of transfer fees, a revision of 
the budget of the Secretary’s office was made by the 
directors, calling for lowering of expenditures to an amount 
exceeding $100,000. In accord therewith and in an en- 
deavor to avoid a deficit in the year’s operations of all de- 
partments, reductions in salaries and economy in all pos- 





— 


sible directions were put into effect, including a reduction 
of the Secretary’s office force of about 30%. 

Great effort was made to bring about these changes as 
promptly as possible and for the first four months of the 
year a net gain for the Secretary’s office of $18,712.74 js 
shown, but the operations of Advanced Registry and other 
departments resulted in a deficit in the whole business of 
the Association. 

In this connection it is gratifying to observe that the 
foresight exercised by our officers in establishing g Re. 
serve Fund in 1902, now reaching approximately $343,000, 
added to which was a cash surplus of $156,000 at the close 
of the last year, has provided us with ample funds to take 
care of any deficit which may occur during the present 
period of depression.

first year was up in cow testing work we had a herd aver- 
age of less than 5000 pounds. This year our herd average 
is going to run over 10,000 pounds. We are producing 
more milk today with one-half the number of cows than 
we were two years ago. One of our cows in ten months 
this year has produced 15,307 pounds of milk and 604 
pounds of butter fat. She has returned a profit above feed 
of $244. I believe in feeding and am feeding my cows 
grain now so they will be in good condition when they 
freshen, and I like to give them a rest between freshening 
periods. I prefer to have them dry two months, then | 
want to feed them zood so they will be carrying some sur- 
plus flesh when they freshen. This winter I shall feed corn 
silage, alfalfa hay, and a grain mixture consisting largely 
of ground corn, ground oats, wheat bran, and a little oil 
meal. Oil meal is pretty high and we will not feed much 
of it this winter since bran is cheap.”

Persons desiring future intil .cy 
with an oil magnate better cinch their 
relations with John L. Smith of spo- 
kane, who hustled back home from _!ic 
Tillamook county fair to sign up a Col.- 
tract under which his big Holstein 
breeding establishment may presently 
have as many oil wells on it as it now 
has cows. The Spokane county is all 
agog over the discovery of oil seepage 
which is more nearly pure than Ivory 
soap, and its finest indoor sport is 
guessing where the big strike will be 
made. John L. isn’t saying much, but 
he’s right in the path of the big 
gusher, and he keeps his buildings and 
herd on skids so that he’ll be ready 
to move when it comes. Some folks 
who don’t know him think he’ll never 
be the same again, but I had the privi-

365-day test in which she made nearly 
30,000 pounds of m‘lk and about 1,100 
pounds of butter added much to the 
interest in the Holstein section.

Grays Harbor County Association 

‘Two hundred and fifty-one cows 
tested in the Grays Harbor 
County, Washington Cow Testing As- 
sociation in August, averaged 660 lbs. 
of milk and 25.5 lbs. butterfat. Sixteen 
cows produced from 40 to 50 lbs. of 
butterfat, four from 50 to 60 Ibs., two 
from 60 to 70 lbs., making a total of 
22 cows with a production of over 40 
lbs. butterfat. 

The highest herd for butterfat pro- 
duction—15 cows and over milking— 
was that of Ed. Valentine of 
Montesano with 23 Holsteins averag- 
ing 993.9 lbs. of milk and 32.7 lbs. of 
butterfat. 

The best grade cows for the month 
in butterfat production were two Hol- 
steins and stood in first and second 
place.

Special mention should be made 
of the two-year-old bull, King Alcar- 
tra Rag Apple Posch, a son of King 
Pontiac Alcartra Pietje from a 20-lb. 
two-year-old daughter of Tobe Rag 
Apple Korndyke. He is a bull of rare 
quality and refinement, unusually level 
top and spring of rib. His offspring 
exhibited as get of sire were easily 
first and showed his ability to trans- 
mit his desirable qualities. He was 
exhibited by A. R- Bush and J. H. 
Frasier and won first prize in the two- 
year-old class, the senior and grand 
male championship, and was grand 
champion of the show. 


The first prize cow and senior and 
grand champion female was Cornu- 
copia Pontiac Pauline 3d, No. 338708, 
exhibited by H. G. Lake. She is a 
daughter of Tobe Rag Apple Korn- 
dyke. She is right on the ground with 
level top, deep well sprung rib, and is 
correctly quartered. Her udder is 
large but slightly quartered, and she 
has a slight nick forward of the tail 
head which somewhat interferes with 
her correct balance. But nevertheless 
she is probably the strongest female 
exhibited at this fair for many years. 

Another deserving special mention 
is the junior champion female, Pauline 
Segis Hengerveld Konrdyke, a daugh- 
ter of Meadowside King Korndyke, 
who is by Tobe Rag Apple Korndyke 
and a 29-lb. daughter of King Segis 
Hengerveld De Kol Burke. Her dam 
is a 27-lb. daughter of King Henger- 
veld Hartje. This heifer is about as 
neat and refined as they make them 
and was exhibited by D. J. Donovan. 

The first prize yearling and junior 
champion bull and the bull heading the 


first prize herd was King Valdessa 
Pontiac Homestead, exhibited by Dr.

Milk Fever 


HIS discase is of frequent o0c- 

curence in high producing dairy 

cows. In earlier time: most of 

the affected animals died, but 
with the modern method of treat- 
ment it is rarely fatal. 

The trez.tment of this discase is 
strictly empit:cal but even though we 
understood fully the nature of the 
disease and the manner in which our 
treatment brings about results we 
coulé not expect any better results 
than we secure now. The symptoms 
develop very rapidly and become quite 
serious in just a short while. The 
recovery is just as rapid if not more so 
than the progress of the disease. 


This condition can hardly’ be 
determined by symptoms alone tor 
there are other conditions that very 


much resemble this in the first stages; 
the history of the case and the 
environment of the animal make the 
diagnosis possible. The breeder or 
owner who has had a number of cases 
of this trouble in his herd recognizes 
this condition in an instant; we may 
say that he arrives at his diagnosis by 
intuition: but really there is a series 
of symptoms that bring this condition 
to mind so strongly thet it is not often 
that it is mistaken for anything else. 

This disease affects young or 
middle aged cows; it rarely if ever 
effects old cows. It is most often 
found in the cow that has had an easy 
time at calving; only rarely will it be 
found in the cow that has had a 
difficult time giving birth to her calf. 
The affected animal is invariably in 
good flesh and is always a good pro- 
ducer; we have yet to see this con- 
dition in a light producer. The 
disease comes on usually by the third 
day; it developes in most cases witn- 
in the first 24 hours after calving; it 
may occur some little time before 





calving and is also said to occur as 
much as a couple of weeks after calv- 
ing: 

In most cases of this kind the animal 
is down when she is found: if she was 
observed before going down the follow- 
ing symptoms would usually be seen; 
a refusal to eat and standing by self 
unconscious of surroundings; if 
movement is attempted the gait is 
stiff and wobbly and the hind parts 
are not under control; this produces a 
weaving and staggering gait. While 
standing she will shift the weight from 
one leg to another as if tired; the 
animal goes down in an hour or so 
after these symptoms are noticed; she 
lies on her breast but is unable to get 
to her feet. After the animal goes 
down she appears very drowsy and 
rapidly gets worse: ir a short while 
she is insensible and totally uncon- 
scious of what is going on about her. 
Her head is turned to the side, her 
nose resting in her flank: she groans 
as if in pain and the breathing is 
heavy and labored. There is little or 
no milk found in the udder and there 
is very little if any saliva secreted; 
the urine and feces are not passed 
during this stage. The animal fre- 
quently rolls on her side and if left 
long in this condition, bloating results. 

The milk fever apparatus should 
always be clean and ready for use; the 
udder and teats can be washed with a 
mild antiseptic solution. The cow 
must be in a position so all the teats 
can be reached by the operator. The 
milk that is in them should be milked 
out; each of the quarters is distended 
with air; it is best in most cases to 
inflate the udder teats first, as it is 
easier to get at them before the upper 
ones are mflated. Do not use tape or 
rubber bands to keep the air in the 
teats. This treatment is known as 
the air treatment by most cattle men; 
its value evidently depends upon the 
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such occurrences are very rare.

Under no condition should, 
cow suffering with this condition jp 
given anything by the way of the 
mouth until it is evident that she ha 
regained consciousness. 

In a short while after the cows 
udder has been inflated she will begin 
to regain consciousness; the breathing 
becomes more nearly natural and the 
appearance is brighter; about this time 
the animal may be noticed to shift 
about and will possibly swallow a fey 
times. In a short time she may a 
tempt to get upon her feet; if she does 
she should be helped and if she su 
ceeds she should be steadied for a 
few minutes until she can stand alone 
The animal should not be allowed to 
lie on her side while in this condition 
as she will bloat quite badly; if this 
has occurred she should be tapped. 

-After the cow is on her feet she 
should have plenty of water but mo 
feed for ten or twelve hours. If in the 
summer time she may safely run o 
pasture. Should not be milked 
fore ten or twelve hours after she has 
gotten upon her feet. _If the cow does 


not regain her feet within four or five

The Association has 
fostered this work but has not held 
the responsibility for it We report 
however, 100 Holstein yearlings and 
heer calves purchased by boys and 
girls in New Jersey. Statistics from 
the Board of Agriculture show that 
through the Frelinghuysen Loan 5) 
purebred calves have been purchased 
47 of these were Holsteins, 2 were 
Herefords and ove was a Guernsey. 
In the Mercer County Local, Lynton 
W. Hill, who is our representative on 
Club work in the county, reports 17 
Holstein calves in one community 
where there had never been a 
purebred female before. 

Project Na. 6—The Fostering of 
Meetings and Tours. Each of our lo- 
cals have held regular meetings. Over 
half of them have held picnics and 
tours, at which judging contests were 
indulged in by all those present. 
There is no doubt every breeder at- 
tending these get-together meetings. 
received some benefit from seeing 
Holsteins of good type. There will be 
a State Association Banquet. Septem- 
ber 28th. 

The fostering of Holstein cattle ex- 
hibits also under Project No. 6. Five 
of our seven locals have held county 
exhibits. Six of our seven locals have 
entered 132 animals in the open 
classes at the State Fair. 30 boys and 
girls will each show a Holstein calf 
in another class. 35 heifers have 
been entered in one open class. These 
animals represent approximately 100 
farms in New Jersey. 

Project No. 7.—The management of 
a State Sale. Our First State Sale 
was a success. We sold 70 animals 
for a good average. Many went into 
hew breeders’ hands. 

Project No. 8 was to strengthen our 
Association and tc increase the num. 

To date since the Sec- 
retary started work February 1, we 
have taken in nearly $1,000 in dues 
from approximately 100 new mem- 
bers.

DEVELOPING HOLSTEIN DAIRY 
IN MISSOURI 

One of the largest Holstein dairies 
in the United States is that of the 
McBain Dairy Company located at Mc- 
Bain, not far from Columbia, Missouri. 
The herd consisted, at the time it 
was visited by a member of the World 
staff, of 260 head of Holsteins most- 
ly grades, five carloads numbering 
about 110 head of good grades had 
just been purchased in Wisconsin and 
Minnesota, that had not yet arrived 
at the farm. The milk from this im- 
mense dairy is produced under the 
most sanitary conditions possible and 
is immediately cooled to 34 degrees, 
after which it is shipped in 10 gallon 
cans to St. Louis, just a few hours 
distant. 

Of course, nothing but purebred 
Holstein sires are used in this herd, 
the leading sire being Richland Pon- 
tiac Butter Boy, whose dam is a 31- 
lb. junior 4-year-old with a 30-day, rec- 
ord of 127.72 ibs. butter from 2478.8 
Ibs. milk. 

The farm of the McBain Dairy Com- 
pany is located in the most fertile 
part of the Missouri valley and con- 
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prises about 700 acres, the main crops 
being silage corn and alfalfa. Usu- 
ally about 200 acres are planted to 
corn to fill the three silos which have 
a capacity of 2000 tons and there is a 
hay barn with a capacity of 800 tons 
of baled alfalfa which is usually filled 
to the limit. The cattle buildings 
were originally devised for the feed- 
ing of beef cattle and the herd is 
kept in large feeding sheds being 
turned into the stanchions only while 
being milked. They have no pasture 
except a few acres used for young 
stock exclusively. 

Two men make up the McBain 
Dairy Company, Col. Hudson and 
Clyde Shepherd. The Colonel is one 
of the big business men of Columbia 
and is owner of the farm. Mr. Shep- 
herd is a practical dairyman and is 
manager of the dairy plant. The pro- 
ject is conducted, however, on a strict 
50-50 basis, both as to investment and 
returns. 

The herd is tuberculin tested reg- 
ularly and is free from disease of all 
kinds. It is the purpose of the own- 
ers to grade up the herd gradually by 
the use of the best sires obtainable 
and it is probable that more purebred 
females may be added from time to 
time.

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Feeding Test Cows at Cornell University 
(Continued from page 20) 





The following mixtures have been 
used with good results: 
Mixture 1 
209 pounds distillers’ dried grains 
200 pounds wheat bran 
100 pounds gluten feed 
100 pounds ground oats 
200 pounds hominy 
100 pounds linseed oilmeal (old pro- 
cess) 
12 pounds salt 
12 pounds charcoal 
Mixture 2 
200 pounds distillers’ dried grains 
200 pounds wheat bran 
125 pounds ground oats 
125 pounds gluten feed 
100 pounds cottonseed meal 

80 pounds oilmeal (old process) 

15 pounds salt 

In the future distillers’ dried grains 
are likely to be very scarce and diffi- 
cult to obtain. Such a deficiency may 
be overcome by increasing the wheat 
bran and gluten feed proportionally. 
Ground barley may also often be used 
to advantage in place of one-half the 
ground oats. No ration or grain mix- 
ture can be prescribed to meet all 
cases. It is desirable to cater to the 
likes and dislikes of the individual an- 
imal. This may call for wide depar- 
ture from formulas ordinarily used. 

In order to feed large amounts of 
grain with safety, it is necessary to 
feed roots of some sort. Beets or 
mangels are the roots chosen when- 
ever it is possible to obtain them; the 
large mangels are perhaps as valuable 
as any. Beet pulp is used to supple- 
ment the beets at times, and in case 
beets or mangels cannot be obtained, 
it may be used entirely as a substitute. 
For best results the amount of beets 
ed seems to bear an almost constant 
proportion to the amount of grain. 
The proportion should be about three 
pounds of beets to one pound of grain. 
If beet pulp is used the proportion 
should be about one-half pound of dry 
beet pulp to one pound of grain. The 
dry beet pulp is moistened with three 
to four times its weight of water. 
Molasses is sometimes used to make 
the beet pulp more palatable. It is 
used in the proportion of about one- 
half pint to eight or ten pounds of 
dry beet pulp. 

One of the most important factors 
in the ration of cows on test is the 
quality of roughage. It is commonly 
thought that poor roughage can be 
made up for by feeding more grain but 
this is not the case. The best results 
can be obtained only when the best 
quality of clover or alfalfa hay is fed. 
Alfalfa hay is preferable to any other. 

Silage is usually fed rather sparingly 
to cows making short-time records 
unless some particular individual has 
a special craving for it. Succulence 
is usually provided for with beets or 
beet pulp and, if very much silage is 
fed, the animals are not able to eat 
nearly as much grain. If silage is 
fed, care should be exercised to feed 
only that which is good and sweet. 


Feeding For Long-Time Records 

In feeding for long-time records the 
methods are much the same as those 
practiced for the short-time records 
except that the cows are not forced 
quite so much, and are usually milked 
and fed not more than three times 
each day and often only twice. As was 
suggested for the short-time records, 
the cows should be fed a liberal 
amount of good grain mixture supple- 
mented by good roughage. As in the 
case of the short-time record it pays 
to respect the likes and dislikes of the 
animal for certain kinds of food. The 
grain mixtures are much the same as 
those already mentioned. 

The question of good roughage can- 
not be too strongly emphasized in 
feeding for long-time records. Rough- 
age is the most important factor in 
maintaining a large milk flow, which 
can be increased in most cases by 
feeding better and more _ succulent 
roughage but which cannot be 
materially increased, as a rule, by 
increasing the grain ration. This is 
especially true when the cows have 
been milking three or four months. 
Because of the scarcity and the cost 
beets are not used extensively in feed- 
ing for long-time records but curn 
silage usually makes up the succulent 
part of the ration and it may be fed 
in rather large quantities with profit. 

In changing from stable-feeding to 
pasture in the spring it is well. to 
keep in mind that the grass early in 
the season is not very nourishing, 
especially if the weather is very wet. 
The change should be gradual in any 
case and the cows should still have all 
the hay and silage they will eat for a 
week or more after being turned out 
to pasture. 

As the season advances another 
problem confronts the feeder. The 
poor pastures of late July, August and 
September must be supplemented if 
the best results are to be obtained. 
Grain alone is not sufficient but some 
good roughage in the form of corn 
silage, green corn, or oats and peas 
should be used. 

Good water is always such a neces- 
sarv and often such a neglected re- 
quirement for the dairy cow that it 
seems worth while to mention it 
again. Whether in the pasture or 
stable, good water should be where 
the eow can have an abundant supply 
at all times without exnending a great 
amount of energy to obtain it. 

The best results can not be obtained 
without heeding the well-known fact 
that regularity of milking and feed- 
ing is an important factor affecting 
production. Not only should the 
milking and feeding be done regularly 
but the intervals between milkings 
should be as nearly uniform as pos- 
sible. 

Warm weather is a disturbing factor 
in long-time as well as in short-time 
records. It cannot be avoided in the 
long-time records and the best that 
can be done is to keep the cows as 
comfortable as nossihle. There should 
be plentv of shade where they can get 
out of the hot sun and away from flies.

In 1919, Glista Ernestine calved 
February 15. This last lactation end. 
ed the middle of January, 1999 and 
she calved again April 21, 1999. The 
rest period between was  fourtes 
weeks. In this last lactation period 
Ernestine produced 22,854.6 pounds of 
milk containing 791.04 pounds of but. 
ter fat. 


Her Feed 


During this lactation period Erne. 
tine ate the following amount of feed: 
3860 lbs. hay, 8810 Ibs. silage, 14%; 
Ibs. roots, 3459 Ibs. dried beet pulp, 
7322 lbs. grain. 


If we divide the amount of milk by 
the amount of grain we will find that 
she used her grain just as most cows 
do. She gave an average of 3] 
pounds of milk for each pound of 
grain that she ate. It might be said 
that the beet pulp should be consié- 
ered as grain. I do not think it should 
in this case, if ever, because Glista 
Ernestine ate sparingly of silage and 
the silage was restricted all the way 
through, the beet pulp being scaked 
and used as succulence in its place, It 
seems to be better to restrict the 
amount of silage with test cows and 
use more roots and beet pulp in its 
place. 

The great saving of feed in this 
case, as with all big producers is the 
saving of maintenance. The amount 
of feed necessary for maintenance is 
in proportion to live weight. There 
fore, only one-half as much feed is 
necessary for the maintenance of the 
machinery when 20,000 pounds of milk 
is produced by one cow than if two 
cows have to be supported over @ 
period of twelve months to produce 
10,000 pounds of milk each. 


Feeding When Dry 


After Ernestine went dry the mit 
dle of January, 1920, she was fed 
about twenty pounds of grain per day 
until about two weeks before caivilé. 
For a part of the. time this mixture 
was used: 

30 Ibs. ground oats, 30 Ibs. com 
meal, 30 Ibs. wheat bran, 10 Ibs. oil 
meal.

On April 5, 1920, her grain 
down to ten pounds per day ee 
her feeder wished to be very carefa 
of her and not overdo it. 
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Feed at Calving Time 


Glista Ernestine calved last year 
\pril 21. For some unknown reason 
she had a two day session of acute 
indigestion of which she gave no 
previous indication and from which 
she fully recovered. However, this 
short attack of indigestion meant very 
*areful handling. About all the grain 
she got for several days was a litttle 
bran and oil meal. For several days 
the total amount of grain did not ex- 
ceed five pounds per day and the light 
fitting mixture of oats, bran, corn meal 
and oil meal, the first one given above, 
was used. By April 30 she was gotten 
up to twelve pounds of grain per day, 
ten pounds of hay, and eight pounds 
of dried beet pulp. During these first 
days after calving she averaged about 
fifty to sixty pounds of milk per day. 


Feeding on Test 


By May 1 Glista Ernestine seemed 
to have gotten back to her old form 
and was going well. She was con- 
tinued on the light mixture, however, 
until May 5. For example, her regu- 
lar daily ration from May 1 to May 5 
was sixteen pounds of the light grain 
mixture, eight pounds of beet pulp, 
twenty pounds of beets and ten pounds 
of alfalfa hay. 

Her feeder now thought it safe to 
begin feeding a little heavier so he 
changed May 6 to the regular test 
mixture. You will see that there had 
been no great hurry in getting Glista 
Ernestine up to her record pace. She 
has always been this way. Her best 
records have been made as: a rule 
several weeks after calving, which 
shows that it is not necessary to have 
a cow start right off with a bang. It 
is probably better in most cases to 
let them take their time and bring 
them up gradually. 


The Test Mixture 


The test mixture used for making 
records at Cornell University has 
been practically the same for several 
seasons. The exact mixture fed 
Glista Ernestine was: 

100 Ibs. distillers’ dried grains. 100 
lbs. wheat bran, 100 lbs. hominy, 50 
lbs. gluten ‘feed, 50 Ibs. oil meal, 50 
lbs. ground oats, 100 Ibs. cottonseed 
meal, 10 ibs. charcoal, 6 Ibs. salt. 

It is difficult to get the distillers’ 
dried grains nowadays, but in order to 
keen the ration that was wanted the 
College of Agriculture purchased two 
or three years ago several tons of dis- 
tillers’ dried grains before they went 
off the market and have kept them 
laid up just for advanced registry 
feeding. In case one cannot get dis- 
tillers’ dried grains, this mixture 
would probablv be nearly as effective 
with the addition of twenty-five 
pounds of bran, fifty pounds of gluten 
feed and twenty-five pounds of oil 
meal in place of the one hundred 
pounds of distillers’ dried grains. 

When Ernestine was changed from 
the lieht fittine ration to the test ra- 
tion her feed was cut down a little so 
that from May 6 to May 10 she was 
receiving daily twelve pounds of the 
test mixture, six pounds of dried beet 
pulo, twenty pounds of beets and ten 
Pounds of clover hay. Her hay was 
changed from alfalfa to clover be- 
tanae the alfalfa hay seemed to be a 
ttle too strone for her. On May 10 

amount of test ration was in- 
treased to twenty pounds per day, the 
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rest of the ration was made up of ten 
pounds of beet pulp, fifty pounds of 
beets, ten pounds of silage and ten 
pounds of alfalfa and clover hay. 
This has been the mixture fed ever 
since with the exception that begin- 
ning with May 20, sixty pounds per 
day of green rye was added to the 
ration. ) 

To show just how the ration was 
fed daily, the ration was divided into 
four parts. Ernestine was milked at 
5 and 11, being milked four times a 
day. She was fed at each milking five 
pounds of the test ration, two and 
one-half pounds of dried beet pulp 
soaked up and twelve and one-half 
pounds of beets. The beet pulp and 
the beets were put into a bushel buck- 
et and the grain poured on top. Then 
at 5 a. m. and 5 p. m. she was given 
five pounds of silage, but she re- 
ceived no silage at the 11 o’clock milk- 
ings. As her feeder said, this little bit 
of silage was given after the 5 o’clock 
milkings simply to leave a good taste 
in her mouth. The hay was carefully 
picked out so as to get first quality 
and a little bit put into her manger 
after she had finished her grain and 
silage, so that she could eat what she 
wanted between milkings. The green 
rye was fed in the same way. 

This has given us detail enough—all 
that is necessary to say is that this 
sort of handling in feeding gradually 
increased the production and on May 
24 the milk produced reached one 
hundred pounds a day. The average 
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production for the record week, May 
19 to May 26, was a little over ninety- 
five pounds per day. The fat produc- 
tion was 27.379 pounds of fat, or 34.224 
pounds of butter. During this record 
week the total amount of grain fed 
was one hundred and forty pounds 
and the total amount of milk was 
677.3 pounds. It will be noticed that 
Ernestine was producing 4.8 pounds 
of milk, testing 4.04 per cent butterfat 
for each pound of grain fed. As we 
have said before cows are ordinarily 
fed one pound of grain to three 
pounds of milk when the milk tests 4 
per cent. This shows conclusively 
the answer to the question, whether it 
pays to feed cows well when dry. 
Ernestine was. then in that record 
week using some of the feed that she 
received when dry. 

This article has been written con- 
siderably in detail because of the op- 
portunity to writ out exactly how a 
world record cow is fed and handled. 

Finally, we would call attention to 
this wonderful performance as indi- 
cating the tremendous value of a 
purebred sire, and call attention to 
the fact that after all the one respon- 
sible factor in this whole question is 
the capacity that Ernestine and cows 
of her kind have for the utilization of 
feed above maintenance. We. cannot 
fool with little cows of small produc- 
tion and small capacity in any breed, 
because too much feed is eaten up in 
merely running a lot of useless ma- 
chinery.

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BELIEVES IN TWICE A DAY MILK- 
ING 


Editor Holstein-Friesian World:— 

I didn’t know Sub-Division B. was in 
operation until I read the articles in 
the World. I believe in twice a day 
milking for all test cows. I tried to 
get Mr. Aitken interested in 7-day 
tests on twice a day milking but he 
thought it was wrung tv handicap a 
cow. 

You will find nearly all of those fel- 
lows who believe in four times a day 
milking, milking only twice a day ex- 
cept when they want something to 
brag about. But they have nothing to 
brag about if they have to milk four 
times a day to make a creditable rec- 
ord. We once had a heifer that gave 
9 lbs. at a milking twice a day. I ex- 
perimented on her and milked her 
three times a day and got 9 lbs. at a 
milking. There are many cows of 
small capacity that can make good 
records on four times a day milking 
that would be considered culls in 
practical dairy work. I have cows 
that can easily hold 35 to 40 Ibs. I 
have others whose udders are tight 
on 25 Ibs. 

It is to the interest of the practical 
dairyman and would build up _ the 
average production of the breed to 
prohibit the milking of test cows more 
than twice a day. 

I know some fellows will say they 
have to milk their cows more than 
twice a day but they don’t. If they 
cut down enough on their feed they 
can milk them cnce a day if they want 
to. If their cows can’t make good on 
twice a day milking they had better 
junk them and get some that can. 

I read once in the World that May 
Echo Sylvia gave over 100 lbs. in a 
day on twice a day milking. If a 
dairyman has a herd that gives 40 to 
50 lbs. when fresh and buys founda- 
tion stock with records of 60 to 70 Ibs., 
he is apt to be disappointed to find 
they are no better than what he al- 
ready had. If test cows were milked 
twice a day it would give the dairy- 
man a fair basis of comparison be- 
tween his grades and good registered 
stock. 

If people were used to testing on 
twice a day milking it would be just 
as interesting. Of course it would spoil 
the records of some cow with small 
feed and udder capacity, but they 
shouldn’t have records. anyway. 
There are plenty of real cows that 
can make big records on twice a day 
milking.

Editor’s Note—If Mr. Peter’s experience 
in bringing about increased production 
through milking three times a day is 
typical, it would certainly be sonnd and 
profitable dairy practice to milk three 
times a day regularly. In fact. many 
dairymen believe it pavs in the extra milk 


produced to milk three times a day dur- 
ing the flush of production. 





A COMING HOLSTEIN TERRITORY 


F. M. Reaves, president of our local 
association, has shipped Mr. W. P. 
Parkhurst of Daymond. Porto Rico 
four head of heifers and one bull which 
shows that the superior merits of the 
Holstein cow is being recognized in 
other countries. We have a very fine 
country here in north-east Texas for 
raising dairy cattle. The mild climate 
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here permits cattle to stay on pasture 
the year round if an open shed boxed 
up on the north, east and west is pro- 
vided for shelter during storms. 

Bermuda grass, carpet grass, 
lespedeza (Japan clover) cow peas 
and velvet beans all provide excellent 
pasture and make it unnecessary to 
feed young stock and dry cattle for 
about eight months in the year. Wheat, 
rye and oats can also be sowed in 
September and a good winter pasture 
can be had which will save much feed. 

We need creameries here very badly 
to provide a market for our milk, as 
farmers only have a local market for 
their stuff and are greatly handi- 
capped being able to keep only a few 
cows at present. Our farmers here 
have raised cotton until it has almost 
ruined them financially and would 
gladly ~-elcome a change to the raising 
of dairy cattle.

WASHINGTON, CO., WIS. 


Dr. Coulson of the Wisconsin State 
Veterinarian Department, has just 
completed the first community area 
test for tuberculosis ever conducted in 
Washington County and again it was 
proved that there is very little tuber- 
culosis in the county. In this test 
about 800 head of cattle were tested 
with only five reactors. About 500 
head of cattle, shipped to buyers in 
other states, have been tested with 
only six reactors found. This makes a 
total of 1300 head of cattle tested with 
only eleven reactors.

“The world needs milk as much as 
grain, and it will be my personal 
pleasure to visit the National Dairy 
Show, which is coming to St. Paul for 
the first time, and see the great 
strides that are being made in this 
splendid industry. Dairying is cred- 
ited with having made Denmark pros- 
perous, and that is true. A herd of 
high producing cows on any grain 
farm is an ‘anchor to windward’ as 
the sailors say, a partial guarantee 
that the farmer is going to have 
something for his year’s work even 
when rust prevails, and there is too 
much rain or not enough. 

“The cream check is smaller, but 
the grain check doesn’t come so 
often. The cream check in this coun- 
try comes every month, in some cases 
where necessary, it comes every 
week. The dairy end of the farm re- 
stores the soil fertility that the grain 
takes away. I believe that if the 
farmers of the Red River valley and 
the wheat growing plains had all kept 
a few good cows, the difficulties in 
which we grain farmers find ourselves 
would not be as severe as they are. 
We could keep our grocery bills paid 
up instead of waiting till threshing 
time: we wouldn’t need to visit the 
banker so often; and when we did 
visit him we would have the interest 
due him. 

“There has never been as good an 
opportunity for our people to realize 
the importance of good cows, and 
good dairy practice as will be afford- 
ed by the National Dairy Show and I 
hope I will meet as many of my 
friends at the Dairy Show on the 
Minnesota Fair Grounds as I usually 
meet at an Equity convention.”

that is on yearly work and doing fine— 
and the dam of the other being a 
daughter of a full brother of May Echo 
Sylvia. This dam as a_ 2-year-old, 
made over 18000 Ibs. milk and nearly 
800 lbs. butter. Another heifer is 
sired by a grandson of Old Jemima. 
and his dam is a half-sister of Old 
Jemima. This half-sister is one of the 
handsomest cows that we have. The 
fourth heifer—we think—is one of the 
best heifers we ever raised; was sired 
by our Posch bull (whose dam had

VENEZUELA AS A FUTURE 
MARKET 


With the strengthening of diplo- 
matic and commercial ties between 
the United States and Venezuela, the 
systematic development of Venezuela’s 
great plains and of her cattle industry 
is brought definitely nearer. 

These vast “llanos’” cover approxi- 
mately 187,500 square miles and are 
said to be capable of supporting 
50,000,000 head of cattle—twenty times 
the number that is now in the country. 

At present the cattle industry is in 
an extremely primitive state. The 
cattle are permitted to run _ almost 
wild; little care is shown in their 
breeding and many animals. are 
killed for their hides alone. However, 
a good beginning is being made in im- 
proving the breeds of Venezuelan 
animals; they are being crossed with 
imported stock and on a few estates 
scientific methods are employed in

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their care. Milk cows are 
selected with great care and 
results are being obtained by oe 
native animals with 
other imported breeds. — =

Land is stil] very cheg 
in the former country; a Square ame 
of meadow land (nine square miles) 
can be bought for as low as $80, while 
the best pasture land in good loca 
may be purchased for $800 a 
league. 

American capital will doubtless pe 
welcomed in this industry by the 
Venezuelan government, which is 
pursuing an extremely liberal policy 
toward foreigners.—The Venezuelan 
Commercial Agency.

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The Interstate Fair at Trenton 





OLSTEIN DAY at the Inter- 
H state Fair at Trenton, N. J., 
on September 28th, brought 
out one of the best and larg- 
est exhibitions of Holsteins that has 
been seen at Trenton. The quality 
and type of all the entries were ex- 
cellent and the fact that there were 
fifty exhibitors for the 125 head 
shown is an indication of the great 
interest that was displayed by the 
breedrs all over the State. It was 
remarked at the ring-side on Wed- 
nesday that there were more people 
in the coliseum watching the judging 
of Holsteins than there had been on 
the grounds all week. The coliseum 
would have to be enlarged several 
times to make this a true statement 
but the writer can vouch for the 
fact that it was filled to its capacity 
during the whole length of the Hol- 
stein judging. The judging was done 
by Prof. Anthony of the West Virginia 
Agricultural Colege, who did a job 
that was very satisfactory to the ex- 
hibitors. 

The aged bull class brought out 
six good individuals, one especially, 
that seemed to be outstanding for first 
place. The animal taking the blue 
was Ormsby Segis Lad, a very pleas- 
ing animal to look at, with just the 
right amount of condition, a hide of 
velvet quality and an animal of excel- 
lent conformation. He was shown by 
the Rancocas Stock Farm of Jobs- 
town, N. J., being sired by King 
Prilly Segis and out of Mable Orms- 
by Pontiac, an 1100-lb. three-year-old 
daughter of Ormsby Korndyke Lad. 
Secend place went to Winterhur Pril- 
ly Segis Marmagel shown by E. M. 
R. Davis & Son of Bridgeton, N. J. 

The two year old class brought out 
a wonderful bull in C. E. S. P. Wal- 
dorf Pietje Clyde shown by Carl 
Schmidt of Trenton. This bull had 
a wonderful amount of stretch, and 
the only place that veu could find 
fault with him was the fact that he 
was not quite deep-bodied enough. 
This young bull was sired by Cham- 
pion Echo Sylvia Pontiac and out of 
a 26 lb. three year old daughter of 
Woodcrest Sir Clyde. King Pontiac 
Model Champion, the second prize 
bull shown by Blossom Hill Farms, 
was a fairly good individual but did 
not show the size and stretch of the 
other bull. 

The senior yearling bull class was 
one of the smallest, and the plainest 
class of the show, there being only 
three entries. The junior yearling 
class was also small, only three ani- 
mals being shown. The blue went 
to a son of King Model, Sir Model Al- 
cartra Fayne. shown by J. Irving 
Stryker of Millstone, N. J. 

The next class consisted of bull 
calves between two and twelve 
months of age, no division being 
made between the senior and junior 
classes. Fifteen fairly good individ- 
uals were shown in this class, the blue 
going to Tranquility King Abbekerk, 
a handsome son of Sadie Vale King 
shown by L. R. Harris of Lambert- 
ville, N. J. He presented a very 
smooth appearance over his shoul- 





ders, with a great deal of width and 
depth for his age, excelling the other 
animals in these respects. 

The aged cow class, which was a 
real good one, brought out fourteen 
individuals that taxed Judge  An- 
thony’s discriminating powers to the 
utmost. When it is seen that such 
cows as Gertrude Titanic De Kol and 
Western Ascalon did not even place, 
although they were not showing in 
their best condition, it can readily 
be seen that this was a pretty good 
class of aged cows. The blue went 
to Tidy Abbekerk Segis, a wonder- 
ful cow of real dairy type, shown by 
A. H. Bullard, Jr., of Pitman, N. J. 
She had just freshened the day be- 
fore the show, and altho showing just 
a little thin, carried a very wonderful 
udder. She was very much better 
than the second prize cow, Loira Pon- 
tiac Beets, shown by F. S. Quick of 
Neshanic, N. J. This cow was quite 
a bit smaller and showed quite a bit 
of coarseness around the head and 
shoulders. The opinion of a good 
many was that she should have been 
placed lower down the list. However, 
Judge Anthony was probably justified 
in placing her second because of the 
fact that she was very good over the 
back and carried an udder that had 
a great deal of quality. Bullard’s 
great cow finally went on and won 
the senior and grand championship 
of the show, which made him very 
highly elated. Nattalene Pontiac, 
shown by Rancocas Stock Farm, 
came into third place, and altho show- 
ing in good condition, did not measure 
up to the type that the judge was 
looking for in first place. It will be 
remembered that she was the (first 
prize cow at the first Brentwood Na- 
tional Sale and Exhibition. Rancocas 
Stock Farm also took fourth place on 
Mapleside Adelaide Walker, while 
Gertrude Titanic De Kol. that was 
the first prize cow at the last Brent- 
wood Sale and Exhibition, and shown 
by Carl Schmidt, was just outside 
the money, as she showed in poor con- 
dition and with an udder that was 
not in the best of shape. If she had 
shown in the same condition that she 
was in March she would have been a 
cow very hard to beat. 

The two and three year old classes 
were both fairly plain and were won 
by Forsgate heifers sired by Model 
Darius Glista in each case. Forsgate 
Glista Fayne took the blue in the 
three year old class. She had very 
good size and altho a little coarser 
in the shoulders than some of the 
others, she was shown in the best of 
condition and was about to freshen. 
One of the typiest animals of this 
class, Lady Ollie Walcowis, shown by 
Rancocas Stock Farms, was dropped 
down to fourth place, mainly on a 
very poor udder. However, as re- 
gards type and conformation, there 
was not another animal that could 
come up to her.
